on apparently to make the Union estimate with certainty. 
Few if any operators of the big coal centers strongly unioniz- 
ed expected to attempt to run in non-union and open shop 
districts.

Under 
its terms are many charitable bequests, the outstanding one 
being the foundation of an orphanage and a vocational 
school on Mr. Hughes' rural estate near New Design.

Danville General Hospital where Mr Hughes lay ill for near. * 
ly a year was also well remembered a quarter of a million • 
dollars being left outright to this institution in the hope that 
a new hospital can be erected for the people of Danville.

The will is a five page typewritten document, signed oH J 


August llth 1920, in the presence of Julian Jordan, B/Y. i 
Booth and James I. Pritchett, the witnesses.

Mr. Hughes. He informed the court that the estate was vatart 
ed as far as could be ascertained at about $1,750,000. Judg* ' 
Withers then set a bond of two million dollars, without se- 
curity for the executors who are Julian Meade, W. D. Powell, 
W C. Thomas, all of Danville, the First National Bank ' <* \ * 
Danville and the First National Bank of Richmond, James \

The gift to the Danville General 
hospital is outright, that is to say 
there are no strings tied to it. Mr. 
Hughes after his collapse remained 
most of the time in that institution al- 
though he was taken at times to a 
Richmond hospital He had prior to 
that time become endeared to the hos- 
pital and he told one of the officials 
long before his condition became 
critical that he "had remembered" the 
hospital. It is more than likely that 
the hospitla authorities will sell their 
present building and erect a more 
modern institution somewheie else in 
Danville.

also were conveyed. • The father of 
the children, Joseph Walsh, was one 
of the men who was killed.

Walsh was lying in bed 
with the two younger children and 
the bullet which killed him wounded 
them. Two-year-old Bridget was shot 
through the head.

NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


The General Assembly of Virginia 


at its session for 
1922 just closed, 
amended the tax laws with regard to 
intangible property covered by class 
1, which take in bonds, notes and 
other evidences of debt. The old law 
required a -detailed statement of all 
this class of property and allowed a 
credit for 
indebtedness of a
